of President are as follows : On thi 
first Wednesday in December, which 
this year will fall on the first da; of the 
month, die Electors are to meet at 2 
o'clock, p. m. in 'the Capitals of their 
respective States and cast their votes 
for President and Vioe President. The 
law requires that they should be pres 
ent at that place upon the very day am 
hour spaeiltd.

The Wall Street Daily Ntte (New 


York) thus cematente o» the present 
condition of die nitney ead stock mar- 
cet: 


It is not now the question what to 


sell but what to buy. 
The people who 


loagbt government bonds to get 4£. 5 
sod 6 per cent, on their money, have 
been driven by the 'advancing credit of 
the United States goienment from 
tigher interest-bearing bonds to lower 
ones, until now they arc threatened with 
only 3 per cent. Six hundred millions 
of dollars will be forced in 1881, either 
to take up with 3 per cent, or find some 
other form of investment. Three per 
cent, will not satisfy a great many peo- 
ple who have been getting more, and 
the bonds and stocks that can be ob- 
tained in Wall street will Le bought 
with the vaat amount of money soon to 
be liberated. Does anybody suppose 
that with government 4's gelling at 112, 
each a stock as Lake Shore, for in- 
stance, that is about to pay 8 per cent., 
will hang around long .at 117 ? Will 
Chicago and Alton, that sells for 140, 
and is really earning 20 per cent, stay 
there long ? 
Will Chicago and North- 


western, that ia about to increase its 
dividends, and justified by the enor- 
mous augmented receipts, sell at 11!H, 
its present prince ? Not at all. Good 
dividend-paying stocks mint go a good 
deal higher. 


STAND FftOM I'XIIKR 


In speaking of the New York stock 


market, the Evtning Trltqrnm has this 
to say : 


The rage of speculation has spread 


widely throughout the agricultural dis- 
tricts. 
When the inevitable grand re- 


action comes, the people of Galesburg, 
PaducaL, Titusville, Peim Van, and 
other small provincial towns will be tbe 
greatest sufferers, not in .amount to be 
sure, but in proportion to their means. 
The "lambs" are Hot, ^as a rule, those 
living here or neyr here. The inhabi- 
tants of the interior dabble largely in 
stocks on a rising market. We see in 
Wall street the lank, wiry man from 
down east exchanging "points" with the 
eager eyed denizen of Chicago, and 
there under the shadow of a mighty 
sombrero is some big bonanza person 
from the Pacific slope, pulling in the 
»,ime harness "with a miscellaneous 
brood nf speculators from Cincinnati, 
Louisville, and Kansas City, Keokuk, 
Peoria, St. Paul, Minneapolis, etc. Dar- 
ing the last sixty days the great opera- 
tors have saddled enormous quantities 
of doubtful stocks on the public at 
large, and this process is still going on. 
To keep up the appearance of an easy 
money market, the broken of the lead- 
ing bull speculators lend money at the 
stock exchange in the final dealings at 
2®2i per cent, for which they had 
paid t! per cent, in the morning. Look 
out for squalls.
